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Lasting Impressions

Recently I enjoyed a trip to Warrenton, 
Virginia, to judge at the combination Mary- 
land-Virginia sale which was held there at 
Warrenton on Monday, October 19th. 

I made the trip by car, and I suggest 
that if one enjoys a trip at that time of the 
year, this is a beautiful direction to travel. 

Unfortunately we had had some killing 
frosts here in central New York, and so 
much of the beauty of our fall trees was 
partially gone. 
south, I could notice that the frost had not 
been so devastating on the foliage, and by 
the time I got half way across Pennsyl- 
vania, I could commence to see on the hills 
there a panoramic view of fall colored for- 
ests which I have never seen before. Nestled 
among these beautiful trees could be found 
small but very fertile farms, and the land 
in general left the impression of the thrift 
and care which characterize the activities 
of many of our Pennsylvania farmers. 

Going further across the corner of Mary- 
land and into Virginia, I came upon some 
of the most fertile appearing farms and 
the best pastures which I believe I have 
ever seen here in the east. 

It is interesting indeed to note the beef-

cattle activities of several of the farmers 
in that state. This was the first time that 
I had ever seen, in large numbers, grass 
fed three and four year old steers weigh- 
ing in the vicinity of 1300 or 1400 pounds. 
Possibly it is the conservatism and possibly 
it is the skill obtained by these men, which 
is responsible for the retention of so many 
of these western grown cattle on eastern 
pastures. But I thought that I could see 
definite signs of a shift in the general plan 
of beef-cattle activities. 

The number of beef-cattle herds both in 
Maryland and Virginia is constantly on the 
increase. That means that there is being 
presented slowly but surely at the Balti- 
more and New York markets, younger cat- 
tle of relatively sufficient weight and econ- 
omical finish for the consumer to absorb. It 
is very interesting to notice how gradually 
consumers are becoming more and more in- 
terested in this brand of beef, and I have 
never visited a state in which it seemed to 
me that the future of good Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle was any brighter. The men working 
in the interest of this line of activity in 
these two states are men of wealth and in- 
fluence, and men who have and are still 
making a success in business in some of its 
various phases. There is a definite call for 
lighter meat of finer quality and less waste 
to finish. There is also a call for cattle to 
keep down the pastures of this state, sever- 
al of these pastures being used for hunting 
or the training of riding horses. It seems 
to me that this combination of choice of 
consumers plus the demand of farmers 
opened up a new field for the development 
and growth of good beef cattle. 

I was much interested in the expression 
of one of the chief state veterinarians whom 
I happened to meet there. He was very 
firm in his conviction that farmers in that 
vicinity should drop the idea of importing 
large plain range steers for pasture pur- 
poses and then put them on the market for 
what the market would bring. From the

1036 show season has been very successful. 
At the end of each year we are inclined to 
reflect on what has happened. Is it not a 
ood time to plan for better and more tru- 
ly constructive educational live stock shows 
for 1937? These shows afford the greatest 
opportunity available for real constructive 
breed improvement work. The winners at 
our various shows should typify the best 
and most useful types of beef animal from 
both the producer’s and the consumer’s 
standpoint. , 

The judging work, in order to accomplish 
the greatest possible good, should be uni- 
formly consistent in all of the shows. By 
that I mean the judges of any given breed 
should seek the same desirable features and 
also discriminate against the same undesir- 
able or disqualifying defects in the animals 
exhibited at our various shows. There is 
today too much variation on the part of 
supposedly high class judges on many es- 
sential points, towit: What is a desirable 
head? How objectional is an off-colored 
nose? Should color markings be seriously 
considered? Should crooked hind legs dis- 
qualify an animal, especially a bull? Should 
a lame animal be placed? Should an over- 
sized animal head a class? Should an un- 
dersized animal head a class? Should a 
low-backed animal win? Should a female 
of breeding age which does not show posi- 
tive evidence of having produced a calf be 
allowed to win over proven breeding fe- 
males? These are just a few of the many 
problems which confront our judges, but 
they are sufficient to illustrate what the 
writer has in mind. 

How can this judging work be more ful- 
ly and correctly standardized? Proper em- 
phasis, by judges, in the right direction will 
materially improve any breed, while lack of 
emphasis, or emphasis in the wrong direc- 
tion may easily detract from its usefulness. 
Judges should have a very clear and well 
defined conception of what constitutes the 
best and most profitable type of animal. In 
arriving at this conclusion the experience 
and opinions of the most constructive breed- 
ers should be given very serious considera- 
tion, as good deeds accomplished are much 
more stable and worthwhile than visionary 
ideas. The type of animal should be very

clearly defined and the judges should be 
in very close agreement on what is the de- 
sired type and also on what constitutes dis- 
qualifications. In this connection beef cat- 
tle breeders can very profitably follow the 
plan introduced early this year by one of 
the dairy cattle breed associations. The 
plan provided for a three day judging con- 
ference of the leading judges of the breed 
in question. It brought together the breed’s 
best judges, both the men who produced and 
showed the cattle as well as the men who 
did the judging work. On the first day, I 
am informed, these judges were far apart 
on many essential features. On the second 
day after working over a considerable num- 
ber of classes of typical animals they be- 
gan to see and act more nearly alike and 
that on the third day they were very much 
in accord on their views of what constitut- 
ed a real high class, useful dairy animal. 
The result was a very much improved 1936 
fair judging program for the breed in 
question.

Here is an opportunity for the various 
beef breed associations to introduce one 
more useful feature to the wonderful work 
which most of them are now doing. It 
would be helpful to both the exhibitors and 
the spectators.

Opportunities for Farm Boys. 

The short course which is offered begin- 
ning January 4th and continuing to March 
20th by Iowa State College is of real value 
to farm boys. This course is known as the 
Herdsmen’s Course because it was started 
when the demand for young men to work 
with pure bred herds, studs and flocks was 
great. However, the course is not designed 
solely to fit herdsmen but to give farm boys 
a wider and more definite knowledge con- 
cerning feeds and feeding requirements of 


the different classes of live stock. It- 


teaches them how to select the proper indi- 
viduals of various breeds. This course also 
embraces courses in live stock breeding, 
herd management, and veterinary work sup- 
ported by courses in soils, farm crops, agri- 
cultural engineering, agricultural economics 
and journalism. 

This course has helped hundreds of 
farm boys who have not found it possible 
for economical reasons to attend college 
this year. 

This course has helped hundreds of farm 
boys throughout Iowa and other states. 
Many of them have secured jobs on good 
farms. Boys specializing in dairy cattle 
have found employment as cow testers and 
with dairy herds. However, the highest per 
cent have returned to the home farm with 


a much clearer and more definite plan in - 


mind supported by useful knowledge gath- 
ered from the various departments of agri- 
culture.

TWO SIDES TO 
EVERY QUESTION. 

Much ado has gone the rounds about ruin- 
ing breeding cattle by showing them ex- 
cessively. There are grounds for the argu- 
ment and there are grounds against the 
argument. Some cows are ruined and some 
cows are not. One that has not been ruin- 
ed by a show career is the grand old matron 
Queen’s Viola K, International grand cham- 
pion in 1924, and showed the rounds if ever 
a cow was showed. I. E. Kemp, of Marion, 
Iowa, who handled the feed and the brush 
as well as the show halter comments brief- 
ly concerning this particular old lady. Mr.

She was 17 years old 
the third of October and dropped a fine 
heifer calf on the 24th and it looks like one 
of the best she has ever had. This is her 
fourteenth calf, ten bulls and four heifers. 
I don’t think there are many cows with a 
much better record whether they were 
shown or not.” There have been many good 
cows ruined on the show circuits but that 
has not been the fault of the cows. So why 
blame them ?

TRUE AS STEEL: 
OUR PIONEERS. 

The young men of today who think they 
are up against something tough should get 
an inspiration from experiences like this 
one. A letter just at hand from J. E. John- 
son, of Danzig, North Dakota, “out where 
the Northwest begins,” reveals what some 
of our good breeders are really up against. 
Read it for yourself; Mr. Johnson says: 

“T am still breeding pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus, only on a small scale on account of 
the continued drouth and shortage of feed, 
but I am still wintering sixty-five head for 
which we have enough hay to carry them 
through the winter. We have no other 
feed. We raised no crop this year, the rust 
got our 1935 crop and there was nothing in 
1934 and the same condition prevailed in 
1933.” 

If the rest of our breeders living where 
there is roughage would exhibit the same 
determination to stay to a finish there 
would be a lot more good Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in the country. It takes nerve to 
stay against genuine odds, but the man who

International Judges. 

Aberdeen-Angus breeders from 17 states 
and Ontario have made entries for the 1936 
International Live Stock Exposition, to be 
held in the International Amphitheater at 
the Chicago Stock Yards, November 28 to 
December 5. 

According to the management, 68 exhibi- 
ters have listed 357 head, an increase in 
both exhibitors and exhibits over the 1935 
show. The number is exactly the same as 
the entry for the Golden Jubilee show at the 
International in 1934. They are coming this 
year from such distant sections as Wash- 
ington and New York, Tennessee and On- 
tario. 

Judging in the Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
classes will begin on Monday, Nov. 30, at 
1 P. M. and will be continued on Tuesday 
and Wednesday. J. M. Tudor, Olin, Iowa, 
will make the awards. 

Walter Biggar, Dalbeattie, Scotland, will 
judge the International steer classes for the 
12th time. He will place the Junior Feeding 
contest beeves on Saturday, November 28, 
and the open show steers on Monday and 
Tuesday. 

Officials of the exposition announce a 
large increase in the number of junior 
steers this year. A total of 464 calves have 
been entered in comparison to 345 entries 
last year. Exhibitors will be coming from 
12 states. All are between the ages of 10 
and 20. 

The carlots of fat cattle will be judged on 
the opening Saturday by a committee of 
packer buyers. R. A. Smith, of Armour & 
Company, will place the heavy cattle; Wil- 
liam J. Keating, of Wilson & Company, the 
light cattle; and J. H. Boyle, of Swift & 
Company, will act as associate judge. Mark 
O. Skiles, Virginia, Illinois, has been ap- 
pointed to pass on the feeder entries. They 
are scheduled for Monday forenoon, No- 
vember 30. 

A week before the closing date for mak- 
ing entries for the carload cattle contests, 
it was reported that stockmen in 12 states 
had listed a total of 353 lots of fat cattle, 
of which 100 are Aberdeen-Angus.

Gradually, during the past few months, 
there has crystallized among various groups 
of cattle breeders in this country, a more 
critical attitude toward certain phases of 
the present program of blood testing for 
abortion disease. It is only natural that 
this test, in keeping with practically every 
measure for live stock disease control, eith- 
er voluntary or involuntary, should have its 
critics, but the recent wave of criticism has 
carried with it quite a different set of rea- 
sons from those that were advanced several 
years ago, when blood testing was first in- 
troduced. 


Blood Testing More Popular Than Ever 
. Before. 

But, regardless of these recent criticisms, 
the value of the agglutination test as a 
control measure seems to be so generally 
accepted that there are relatively few stock- 
men who are now skeptical of its basic 
worth, particularly when properly adminis- 
tered, and with results correctly interpret- 
ed. Cattlemen have long since learned that 
certain animals may react and never abort, 
that others abort and never react, and that 
laboratories will sometimes disagree in 
their results, but they have also learned 
from experience that there has been no 
other single agency that has played so im- 
portant a part as the blood test in reducing 
economic losses due to abortion disease. By 
and large, the blood test has arrived, and 
has been generally accepted as a means of 
maintaining clean herds, particularly among 
breeders of pure bred cattle. 

The fact that abortion disease has been 
(and still is) costing the cattle breeders of 
this country millions of dollars, and that 
there had been no satisfactory diagnostic 
or control method until the agglutination 
test was put into general use, are of course 
good and sufficient reasons for its general 
acceptance and its rapidly increasing pop- 
ularity. With no other hope, and with gov- 
ernmental, educational and veterinary agen- 
cies, as well as the agricultural press en- 
dorsing it, no wonder that cattle breeders 
grasped its principles and in about ten 
years put them into effect on thousands of 
farms in every state in the Union. 

But, with the rapid growth of blood test- 
ing, especially when fostered by govern- 
mental indemnity funds, an increasing num- 
ber of cattlemen and others began to raise 
pertinent questions about certain of its 
phases that were giving them concern. So 
definite and specific were protests from a 
number of leading beef cattle breeders that 
under the leadership of Frank M. Harding, 
Secretary of the American Shorthorn Breed- 
ers’ Association, a meeting was called at 
Springfield, Illinois, during the [Illinois 
State Fair, to which were invited both beef 
and dairy cattle breeders, as well as repre- 
sentatives of the various breed associations, 
at which these subjects were presented for 
discussion. 


Breeders Advocate Changes in Program. 

In the meantime, various cattle breed 
publications had printed articles and edi- 
torial comment, in which changes in the 
present blood testing program were vigor- 
ously advocated. Unfortunately, the mo- 
tives of these publications, as well as those 
responsible for the Illinois meeting, and 
other mild protests, have been construed as 
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of OUR BLOOD TESTING PROGRay 


being the expressions of “anti-blood test” 
adherents—a charge that hardly seems jus- 
tified when the facts are known. Certain- 
ly, no sane cattleman would care to see the 
pure bred herds of this country infested 
with abortion disease as they were fifteen 
or more years ago, and surely few of them 
would risk their dollars in buying valuable 
cattle without the protection of the blood 
test. 

But, on the other hand, correspondence 
and interviews with cattlemen indicate that 
in their opinion, with the rapid growth of 
the blood testing movement, certain objec- 
tionable features have crept into its regula- 
tory and technical administration, and that 
until these are corrected and the program 
broadened, breeders will suffer unnecessary 
losses, while the cattle trade will be unduly 
handicapped. 

Many thoughtful cattle breeders, thor- 
oughly appreciative of the worth of blood 
testing, maintain that it cannot be of the 
greatest value to the industry until definite 
action is taken on the following essential 
points which, they consider its most serious 
problems: 

1. Adopt uniform state regulations. 

2. Secure more uniform interpretations 
of test results, and if possible, an agree- 
ment among experts as to what constitutes 
positive, negative or suspicious animals. 

3. Use only standard antigen in recogniz- 
ed laboratories. 

4, Grant the privilege of quarantining 
valuable reactors. 

5. Make clear to cattle breeders that the 
present federal program is a cattle reduc- 
tion plan, and not a disease control meas- 
ure. 

6. Further study and possible recognition 
of calfhood vaccination. 

7. Develop further testing by zones or 
areas instead of by individual herds. 


Lack of Uniform Regulations Interfering 
With Cattle Trade. 

The lack of uniform regulations govern- 
ing the interstate movement of cattle is 
perhaps the most ridiculous regulatory sit- 
uation that the cattle industry has ever 
faced, and is responsible for a marked re- 
duction in volume of trade in certain sec- 
tions of the country. It is, of course, gen- 
erally known that in some cases, rules have 
been devised for the express purpose of 
restricting sales of cattle into particular 
states. But, it seems inexcusable from a 
scientific or practical point of view that the 
same test-reading that may bar an animal 
from a state will in no way interfere with 
its remaining in that state as a clean mem- 
ber of an accredited herd. It is not unusual 
for an auction sale consignment to be di- 
vided into three or four groups, with each 
group eligible for shipment into certain 
states and not others, but all rated as 
‘clean’ animals as long as they stay in the 
stables of the sellers. 

The reason for this very unsatisfactory 
state of affairs is of course due to the pres- 
ent lack of uniformity as to interstate reg- 
ulations, and the fact that each state es- 
tablishes its own code of regulations. A 
number of representative cattle breeders, 
including many of those in attendance at 
the Illinois meeting, believe that there 
should be a uniform standard that will per- 
mit negative animals to move freely from 


state to state—provided, of

It has also been advocated that the prepara 
tion of all antigen be under federal super 
vision. It is maintained that at present, 
there is entirely too wide a variation in th 


potency of antigen, and that this condition 


should be remedied in the interests of mor 
accurate blood testing. 


Compulsory Slaughter of Reactors 
Decried by Some Breeders 

Some breeders in various parts of the 
country have vehemently protested against 
the rule requiring that under the presemt 
Bang’s disease control program, a breedet 
must agree to the slaughter of every animal 
that reacts, regardless of its value. It has 
been pointed out that the loss of these all 
mals, many of which are breeding regularly, 
is a serious matter to not only the breeder, 
whose indemnity is usually far below the 
animal’s value, but also an irreparable loss 
to the constructive seed stock of the various 
breeds.

But, in 
the meantime, with the exception of a rela- 
tively few who are informed on this sub- 
ject, cattle breeders are sending to slaught- 
er animals that have been classified as re- 
actors. The thoughtful reconsideration of 
this issue, and a general announcement as 
to conditions governing the granting of 
quarantine should be expected and demanded 
by cattle breeders, regardles of their influ- 
ence or the stanards of their herds. 


In ce 


Present Program Designed for Reducing 
Cattle Population. 

Unfortunately, there has perhaps been 
entirely too general an impression that the 
current Bang’s testing program has been in- 
tended as a disease control measure, where- 
as officials of the United States Bureau of 
Animal Industry have since stated that it 
was devised simply as a cattle reduction 
program. Quite obviously, the rules and 
regulations of the latter may not apply to 
the former. The cattle breeding industry 
should be thoroughly acquainted with the 
fact that although many Bang’s-infected 
cattle have been destroyed, the primary 
motive back of the heavy slaughter of the 
past two years was a reduction in? cattle 
numbers. It seems hardly reasonable to be- 
lieve that such a program will be indefinite- 
ly continued, and as a consequence, it would 
seem highly desirable that the _ entire 
scheme be carefully studied and so changed 
as to meet the needs of constructive breed- 
ers interested in controlling disease and 
conserving their resources. 


Calfhood Vaccination Plan 

Although the calfhood vaccination plan, 
which is still in the experimental stages, 
has not been generally recognized as hav- 
ing a place in the present Bang’s disease 
control program, there seems to be an in- 
creasing number of breeders who believe 
that it may have some genuinely valuable 
possibilities. At the Illinois meeting, this 
subject was rather thoroughly discussed 
under the leadership of Doctor W. E. Cot- 
ton, who has played a very important part 
in its experimental development. From the 
Hereford Breeders’ Journal, we quote as 
follows, concerning this discussion: 

“Many of the breeders and veterinarians 
believe, as a result of the tests with vac- 
cination made by Doctor Cotton at Belts- 
ville and by the Michigan State College 
and other institutions, that it has been 
demonstrated that the disease can be con- 
trolled and eventually eliminated by the 
vaccine method with much less loss to the 
breeders than is resulting from the blood 
test and disposal method. 

“However, until there are changes in 
Federal and state regulations, breeders are 
limited in the use of the vaccine to animals 
they plan to retain in their herds. Animals 
after vaccination will react to the Bang’s 
disease blood test for periods varying from 
a few months up to a couple of years. 
Under present regulations, it is impossible 
to ship such animals interstate, as they 
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would not pass the tests required by state 
regulations. Breeders believe that the blood 
test and vaccine method could be com- 
bined with good results and with a consid- 
erable saving to them, particularly in en- 
abling them to retain valuable breeding 
animals that react to the test and at the 
same time produce healthy offspring. 

“Tests already made have shown that 

vaccine is effective in the case of animals 
vaccinated at from four to eight months 
old; heifers vaccinated sixty days before 
they are due to calve, and mature breeding 
animals. 
_ Breeders attending the Sprinfield meet- 
ing agreed upon the necessity of some form 
of control of Bang’s disease, but they in- 
sisted that the program should be based 
upon disease eradication and control rather 
than upon a policy of reduction in live stock 
numbers. They believed that whatever reg- 
ulations were made should be applicable to 
all states instead of varying widely as they 
do at present. They were of the oppinoin 
that what should be sought in the way of 
a program was some method of checking 
the spread of the disease without at the 
same time subjecting the breeders of pure 
bred cattle to undue sacrifice of valuable 
breeding animals in regard to the infection 
of which there is more or less doubt.” 

A number of breeders and others who 
have given considerable thought to this sub- 
ject are advocating that blood testing be ar- 
ranged on a zone or area plan, somewhat 
along the same lines as the area test for 
tuberculosis. These individuals maintain 
that the present plan of testing individual 
herds is wasteful and impracticable, and 
that the possibilities of reducing or con- 
trolling Bang’s disease by this method are 


remote. 
Editor’s Note. 

The Aberdeen-Angus Journal has been 
absoultely opposed to the present setup and 
its strict application to beef cattle herds 
throughout the United States. Our position 
has been clearly and emphatically stated 
time and time again—we are just as inter- 
ested as any breeder could possibly be in 
the elimination and control of Bang’s dis- 
ease and desire that perfect control be ac- 
complished at the earliest possible moment. 
But, the Aberdeen-Angus Journal is like- 
wise desirous of having some cattle left in 
the hands of the breeders when and if the 
perfect control is accomplished. 

The first sentence in the second para- 
graph concludes “there are relatively few 
stockmen who are now skeptical of its basic 
worth, PARTICULARLY WHEN PROP- 
ERLY ADMINISTERED and WITH RE- 
SULTS CORRECTLY INTERPRETED.” 
This is the answer to the whole problem. 
There positively is no accuracy. Would 
you, Mr. Reader, sit on a jury and condemn 
a woman to death on circumstantial evi- 
dence? Our contention is that there are not 
sufficient established grounds for the LAW 
OF SLAUGHTER. 

Just this week there comes to this desk a 
letter from an importer who writes “You 
might be interested to know that one of the 
best Scotch heifers I had lined up could not 
be shipped as she failed a Government blood 
test. Just after the boat sailed we cut 
through the red tape enough to get three 
more samples from her and send them to 
tne three best laboratories in Scotland; 
avery one of them came back sleek and 
clean—but it was too late for me to get 
the heifer. Exactly the same thing hap- 
pened the last time I imported.” 

We leave it to any sane man, whether he 
be a breeder or not, to pass the death sen- 

The Journal is more and more convinced 
tence on this defenseless heifer. 


that the program leading to vaccination will 
prove the better, the safer, the saner meth- 
od of handling this situation. There is 
scheduled other important breeder meetings 


- on this subject and every breeder should 


make it a point to attend each session and 
there express his views whatever they may 
be. Out of this general discussion surely 
will come a solution worth while. But in 
all the discussions DO NOT FORGET that 
THESE EXPERIMENTS ARE BEING 
MADE WITH OUR CATTLE and that a 
vast majority of the men participating in 
the application of the test program do not 
own herds of their own. 

Above all things do not permit yoursel- 
ves to become frightened. The slaughter 
advocates are not our dictators unless we sit 
idly by and permit them to assume that 
role. The mass of breeders need to en- 
lighten themselves concerning their own 
business. We will never get any place with- 
out healthy animals, neither will we go far 
if we allow our cattle all to be slaughtered 
arbitrarily. What we need is cooperation 
and that is what we will get.

Grand Champion Over All Breeds. 

The Journal is happy to be able to present 
John A. Stewart’s own story concerning his 
Indiana grand champion steer over all 
breeds. Nothing would suit the Journal bet- 
ter than to have these youngsters present 
their stories promptly after the winnings 
have been made and at the same time ac- 
company the story with a good picture. 
What the young people are doing is of vital 
interest to all the older folk. So please do 
as John has done, give us the best story 
you can. 

This Is John’s Own Story. 

After having completed seven years of 
4-H club work and having fitted and shown 
eight steers, I bought “Echo” my ninth 4-H 
club steer from H. A. Thompson, of Cort- 
land, Indiana. 

Echo’s sire, Black Enecho 2d, was a well 
known bull and his dam, Etna 2d of Green- 
wood, was a very typy brood cow. Echo 
was calved July 1, 1985. When I first saw 
him he was with a group of very uniform 
bull calves. He had a short head and neck, 
was smooth and compact in his shoulders, 
and was a well balanced calf. 

When I brought him home on October 
14th, he was put on a nurse cow and was 
started on a ration of two parts chopped 
ear corn, one part oats, one part bran and 
one pound of Tarkio Molasses Feed daily. 
In December I started shelling the corn and 
increasing the molasses. Water, salt, and 
mineral were kept before him at all times. 

In April the shelled corn was changed to 
ground corn, pea-size oilmeal was added and 
the oats were decreased. In a few weeks 
Echo was eating a ration of eighteen pounds 
of feed daily, consisting of three pounds 
molasses, one pound oilmeal, one pound 
bran, one-half pound oats and twelve and 
one-half pounds of ground corn. With this 
feed he was given a small amount of tim- 
othy hay. He made an average daily gain 
of 2.3 pounds and finished very smooth with 
a good quality of flesh. 

In the 4-H club show at the Indiana State 
Fair, Echo won his summer yearling class, 
his breed championship and then the grand 
championship over more than four hundred 
steers of all breeds. He also duplicated 
these winnings in the open class division. 

Echo’s official weight was 1030 and he 
was sold to Kingan & Company for fifty 
cents per pound. He also won eighty-five 
dollars in prize money and a pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus heifer. I am planning to use 
these proceeds on my college education. ~

T. A. Coleman of Purdue Host to Large Crowd 


ife is being steadily displayed 
i pig ot ih country in so far 
zs the Aberdeen-Angus breed is concerned. 
Tuceday, October 27th, saw unusual activity 
in Indiana when Prof. T. A. Coleman of 
Purdue acted as host to something like sev- 
enty-five cattlemen who gathered at his 
farm near Rushville for the occasion. From 
the Richmond Item is taken the following 
comment: 

“Breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
farmer feeders of that popular breed of 
beeves attended a meeting at the T. A. 
Coleman farm north of the city Tuesday 
with Mr. Coleman and G. P. McBride, oper- 
ator of the farm, as hosts. 

“Not only farmers who represented a 
dozen counties of the state were present 
during the day but the crowd included of- 
ficials from Purdue University and mem- 
bers of the Aberdeen-Angus associations, 
both the National and State organizations. 

“The forenoon program was given over 
to the inspection of the Coleman herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus which also included sever- 
al entries for the fat steer show at Indian- 
apolis this week and was followed by a 
lunch served by a class of the near-by Plum 
Creek church. 

The afternoon session was held at the as- 
sembly room of the courthouse as_ the 
weather made the outdoor program which 
had been planned too uncomfortable. Fol- 
lowing the introductory remarks by T. A. 
Coleman, owner of the farm, as to the pur- 
pose of the meeting and the hope that such 
assemblies of Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
would be continued, Prof. C. F. Gobble of 
Purdue, also secretary of the State Aber- 
deen-Angus Association, was introducd as 
permanent chairman of the afternoon. Pro- 
fessor Gobble in turn introduced W. H. 
Tomhave, secretary of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Association, was introduced as 
a history of the Coleman herd saying that 
Mr. Coleman had started with a modest in- 
vestment and had, during the past ten 
years, by judicious selection and breeding 
practices, gathered on the farm a most cred- 
itable herd. “The farmers who own Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle are neglecting one im- 
portant thing, that of putting up signs say- 
that there are Aberdeen-Angus cattle on 
the farm and who lives at this particular 
place,’ said Mr. Tomhave. ‘What would you 
say if you were in a town that was filled 
with stores and not a sign as to what they 
had to sell or who was to sell it,’ coritinued 
the speaker, who stated that he passed 
many places where Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
were seen but was unable to find out the 
owner for lack of time when a sign would 
have given the information at once. 

“Mr. Tomhave was followed by Charles 
N. McClamroch, president of the State Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Association of Crawfords- 
ville, who spoke on the needs of a few 
changes in the program of the organization 
including the dues, sales, and more interest 
in the meetings. 

“The program of the afternoon was con- 
cluded with a talk by H. F. Caldwell, mem- 
ber of the State Fair Board, who spoke to 
the members on the needs of more money as 
premiums for the different beef breeds at 
the fair. On motion of Mr. Coleman the 
members went on record as favoring the 
asking of greater premium money and of 
giving the board the discretion of appor- 
tioning the amounts for each class.”

Editor’s Note:--The same issue contained 
a picture showing a group of the breeders 
assembled around a group of the steers 
that were to be later shown at the Hoosier 
Fat Steer Show in Indianapolis a couple of 
days later, where in a class of 161 entries 
one of the Coleman bullocks stood first in 
class and was first over all breeds, selling 
at the satisfactory price of eighteen cents 
per pound. The first nine places were 
filled by Aberdeen-Angus steers, leaving 
but a single prize of the ten for the other 
breeds. The group of five was also won by 
Aberdeen-Angus bullocks. 

According to the illustration the winning 
steer was one of those thick meated, 
smooth, straight lined sort that usually kills 
out so well that packers readily pay a 
premium for them on foot.

These animals make up practically the sok 
source of practice animals for trainin 
judging teams. 

Although I am not positive, it runs in my 
mind that our foundation cows were pu: 
chased from Jim McClung. The herd at th 
present time, except for the herd bull, i 
entirely of our own breeding. One of the 
earlier herd bulls was Kenyon 3rd. He was 
an inbred son of Kenyon. Kenyon 3rd lef 
some very good cows in our herd, and aly 


sired a number of outstanding steers. This
